Washington, Jan. 15—On account of

ward Korea in view of the Russian- 
Japanese embroglio, the department 
of commerce and labor has compiled 
some interesting figures regarding Ko- 
rean commerce and industry. The im- 
ports amount to about ten million dol- 
lars a year and the exports Jive mil- 
ion. American products both manu- 
factured and otherwise are popular in 
Korea, but the very large proportion

Tapan. The trade of Korea with, Ja- 
pan is growing more rapidly than with 
my other country, the importation ol 
cotton goods from Japan amounting to 
:hree million yen annually. A railway 
from the seaport of Chemulpo to Seoul 
the capital, a distance of 26 miles, was 
juilt by American contractors, and 
as reduced the time between seaport 


and capital from eight hours to ane 
and 1hree quarters hours.

A controversy has arisen between 


the city administration and the trus- 
tees of the Auditorium, growing out of 
the report of thp- Board of Public Safe- 
ty, resulting in a proclamation by 
Mayor Crilly closing the galleries of 
the theatre 
until better protection 


against flre is provided. 


After the Iroquois theatre disaster 


in Chicago which cost the lives of 
nearly COO people, the authorities in 
every city in the land made a thor- 
ough inspection of the playhouses and 
as a result many have either beer 
closed permanently or forced to sus- 
pend until better 
protection is af- 


forded. 


After the publication of the report of 


the Newark Board of Public Safety, 
one of the trustees of the Auditorium 
gave as a reason why firemen of the 
city had been ordered off the stage 
at the theatre that upon one occasion 
a fireman had attended a performance 
while in a drunken condition. In this 
assertion 
he was backed by Stage 


Manager Lippincott, but Chief Bausch 
who was ordered by Mayor Crilly to 
make an investigation of the conduct 
of the city firemen at the Auditorium 
during the whole time of the Crilly 
administration, reported that only four 
firemen had gone to the Auditorium 
stage since last spring and that all 
four had been denied admission to the 
stage. The-chief's report was a thor- 
ough vindication of the actions of the 
firemen under the present city admin- 
istration. 


It now transpires that the alleged of- 


fense mentioned by the Auditorium 
trustee and sta?e mana.ger antedates 
the present city administration and 
there is a dispute as to the facts In 
the case. 


Manager Lippincott insists that the 


facts are as he previously gave them 
but on the other hand, Police Captain 
Robert Bell of the city force, who was 
present, declares positively and em- 
phatically, that the fireman who was 
oh the stage that night was not in- 
toxicated and that he conducted him- 
self in a manner becoming a gentle- 


man. 
Officer Bell states that 
Stage 


Manager Lippincott and the fireman 
had a personal dispute, the cause of 
which he does not kndw, and that the 
fireman was ordered off the stage. 


This is the case. It is the testimony 


of Bell vs. Lippincott. 
Their state- 


ments do not agree. 


In this connection it may be said 


that the Board of Public Safety has 
established certain rules which are be- 
ing rigidly enforced by the present ad- 
ministration. One of these rules is 
that no fireman or policeman Is per- 
mitted to indulge in Intoxicating li 
quors while on duty, and a case of 
drunkenness means the discharge or 
the man from the service.

Ou 
opening the dispatch she found that it 
was from Washington, that it an- 
nounced the appointment of her bus- 
band to the governorship of the terri 
tory and that it asked him whether he 
would accept the place. 


Without a moment's delay Mrs. Fer- 


guson .picked up a telegraph blank, 
wrote a message of thanks and accept- 
ance, signed her husband's name to it 
and sent it on its way. When the ed- 
itor in chief returned from a hunting 
trip or a collection tour or from solicit- 
ing advertisercents in 
surrounding 


towns he found that his wife had at- 
tended to everything for him much 
more promptly and satisfactorily per- 
haps than be could have attended to it 
himself. 


It is hardly worth while for the Ton- 


kawa News to remark that Mrs. Fer- 
guson is an ambitious woman. That 
goes without saying. 
She is one of 


those western women who are never 
content until they make something out 
of their husbands. There have been a 
great many of them, and some of them 
who have achieved their ends have had 
a great deal poorer material to work 
with than the present "first lady of 
Oklahoma." 


GORDON AND REBEL YELLS. 


Confederate Leader's Impressions of 


the First He Heard. 


The experiences of the late General 


John B. Gordon, the Confederate lead- 
er, are graphically set forth in his 
"Reminiscences of the Civil War," pub- 
lished by Charles Scribner's Sons. He 
was mining coal in the mountains of 
three states—Georgia, Tennessee and 
Alabama—when tbo war came, :md he 
raised a company of volunteers. They 
wore coonskiu caps aud were called 
the Raccoon Roughs and became fa- 
mous. 


"Once'in camp, we kept the wires 


hot with telegrams to governors of 
other states, imploring them to give us 
a chance. Governor Moore of Alab:iiua 
finally responded, graciously consenting 
to incorporate the captain of the IJac- 
coon Roughs and his coon rapped com- 
pany into one of the regiments soon to. 
be organized. 


"The reading of this telegram evoked 


from my men the first wild rebel yell 
it was iny fortune to hear. Even then 
it was weird and thrilling. Through 
all the stages of uiy subsequent promo- 
tions nnd in all the battles in which I 
was engaged this same exhilarating 
shout from these same trumpet-like 
throats rang in my ears, grawinsr faint- 
er and fainter as these heroic men be- 
••anie fewer ar.d fewer at the «>nd of each 
bloody day's work, and when the last 
hour of the war came, in the last d'-s- 
pprnte charge at Appomattos. the few 
a:"3 broken remnants of the Raccoon 
Roughs were still nrar 1h<-ir flrst o]>- 
tajn's ?!<1o. cheering him with tho drim; 
echoes of that first yc-ll in the Atlanta 
camp."
